Washington. Dec. 16 —Regula- 
tions to cover workings of the new 
parcels poet system, which is to go 
into operation January 1 next, have 
been made public. The new system 
will be effective throughout the en- 
tire postal service at the same time 
and will affect every postoffice, city, 
rural and railway rail transportation 
route in the country. 

The regulations provide that par- 
cels of merchandise, including farm 
and factory products (but not books 
and printed matter) of almost every 
description up to 11 pounds in 
weight and measuring as much as 
six ft et in length and girth com- 
bined, except those calculated to do 
injury to the mails in transit, may 
be mailed at any postoffice for de- 
livery to any address in the country. 
Delivery will be made to the homes 
of people living on rural and star 
routes as well as those living in cities 
and towns where there ia delivery 
by carrier. Where there is at pres- 
ent no delivery by carrier the par- 
cels will go to the postoffice as is the 
case with ordinary mail. 

The postage rate for the first 
zone— that i9, within distances not 
exceeding fifty miles— will be five 
cents for the first pound and three 
cents for each additional pound. 
Rates increase for each successive 
one of the eight zones into which the 
ountry is divided, the maximum 
rate being 12 cents a pound, which 
will carry a parcel across the conti- 
nent or even to Ala9ks> and the 
Philippines. 

For a fee of 10 cents a parcel may 
be insured and if the parcel is lost, 
in the mails an idemnity to the 
amount of its value not to exceed 
$50 will be paid to the sender. 
The law provides for the use of 



is now being distributed to postmas 
ters for use in the parcels post sys- 
tem a set of stamps of 12 -denomina- 
tions. Parcel post maps, with ac- 
companying guides, are to be 3old to 
the public at the cost, 75 cents, 
through the chief clerk of the post- 
office department.

TIBET ISSUES NEW STAMP 

PMIatalla Curiosity That Probably 
Waa t»»cutod In Anticipation of 
Dalai Laeia's Return. 

A philatelic curiosity has just 
reached this country from Tibet. It 
is a postage stamp designed and ex- 
ecuted apparently in ant legation of 
the return, after his long exile in 
India, of tho Dalni Lama to rule 
once more over the land of the La- 
mas. 

Of ruddy purple color, the stamp 
is very cradeiy designed nnd printed 
nnd bears traces of the divine rul- 
er's long residence in India. It has 
evidently drawn its frame and span- 
drel ornamentation from the same 
value of the Edwardian one-nnna 
stamp of India. In the place of the 
central portrait, however, there is 
the myaterious-looking beast identi- 
fied as the white lion of Tibet. Pos- 
sibly by an error of drawing the 
white lion is shown in color on a 
white ground. 

The Inscriptions are in native and 
English characters, the latter read- 
ing, "Tibet-Postage." The native 
characters are interpreted as (at 
top) Pod — Tibet, Shung — Govern- 
ment; (below) Yig — letter, The-Hu 
— postage or stamp, Kha — anna.

The first perfume came to ua in the 
flowers. The perfumer, like the mu- 
sician and the painter, trlea to copy 
nature to please the senses of man. 

The first to discover the art of per- 
fumery were the natives of the Orient.
